CEYLON. 
Conversion to Christianity of an 
eminent Priest of Budhu. 


It is but seldom that we hare the 
satisfaction of recording .a change of 
sentiment among the Priests of Hea. 
thenism ; still more seldom .can we 
trace the progress of that conversion, 
and the reasonings on which the con. 
vert adopts his new faith. We have 
no autheritie history to a similar pro- 
gtess, m the mind of any heathen, 
especially in the Apostolic age ; and 
therefore we can only imagine on 
what convictions they relinquished 
the worship of Jupiter and Juno, of 
Apollo and Minerva, of Neptune and 
Ceres. They must have had some 
train of thought, some _ inducing 
cause, impelling them to abandon the 
rights of their infancy, the customs 
of their ancestors, the institutions of 
their country. They must, further, 
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have some poweiful motive for em. 
bracing a foreign and a despised pro. 
fession. Perhaps it is scarcely pos. 
sible to eonceivea closer resemblance 
to what took place, in those early 
days, than the instance before us, 
which is a fact, beyond question or 
doubt. It has much the air of what 
might have passed in Greece or Italy, 
in the first century of the Christian 
religion. M. Chateaubriand (now 
Viscount) formerly introduced a con- 
version, the work of his imagination, 
into a romance ; with what ever at- 
tention to produce a beautifu! effect 
that was conducted, the present is © 
much mere striking. It excels, asa 
portrait from life, excels in resein- 
blance of nature, the most finished 
production of fancy. 


Ceylon Government Gazette of De. 
cember 14, 1814. 

On Christmas day a very remarka- 
ble Baptism was celebrated in the 
middle of divine service, before a 
full congregation, at the Church in 
the Fort. ‘A Budhist Priest,. of great 
eminence for character, talents and 
literary attainments, after a mature 
deliberation, and a careful perusal of 
the Gospel in the Cingalese Lan- 
guage, liad determined to >» throw aside 
his yellow robes, and embrace the 
Christian Religion. 

It was in vain that his reshlution 
was assa' Jed by his brother Priests, 
and by nha solicitations of his own 
family. Their. importunities only 
served to agitate his feelings, but 
could not ihake his determined con- 
viction, founded upon examination 
and re‘iection—He gave up rank, af- 
fluence, connections and family, to 
follow the dictates of his conscience. 
He was baptised immediately after 
the Second Lesson, by the name of 

“Petrus Panditte Sekarras.” Mir. 
Armour and Mr. Clough were his 
godfathers. From the natural infu- 
ence of his character, and abilities. 
such an example promises to be of 
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signal use in the propagation of Chris- 
tianity. The causes of his adoption 
of the Christian Religion, and the 
probable consequence of his conver- 
sion, were noticed with much’ effect 
by Mr. Twisleton, in his sermon on 
the occasion ; and they furnished a 
most appropriate conclusion to a dis- 
course delivered on the Anniversary 
of the Nativity of Him who was des- 
tined to be a light to lighten the 
Gentiles. at 

Mr. Clough, a gentleman sent out 
asa missionary by the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, sometimes attended 
the idolatrous worship of the natives, 
and made close enquiries into its na- 
ture. He particularly addressed him- 
self to this Priest, perceiving him to 
be an acute man, and thoroughly 
versed in the religion of his country. 
By degrees they reposed mutual con- 
fidence in each other. ‘The follow- 
ing is the substance of some of their 
conferences :— 

‘“ You say that the God of whom 
you speak is infinitely great in all his 
attributes ; that he created the world 
and all its inhabitants, and governs 
the world by the same power; and 
that he is present as much in one 
place as another, and views every ac- 
tion of man; and that he demands 
proper worship from all his creatures, 
and such as Christians pay him ; 
that such is his holiness, that he 
hates sin, and such is his justice that 
he will punish sin, and particularly 
the failure of proper worsh p—how 
can a God of justice punish an Idola- 
ter, if that Idolater worships accord- 
ing to the light afforded him and not 
according to the light of Christianity, 
of which Idolators are ignorant? and 
further (he added) this .1s applicable 
to the Cingalese in genera!—why 
then has not God instructed us bet- 
ter ?” 

I answered, that although God isa 
being of infinite justice, he is also a 
God of mercy, and that he could do 
nothing contrary to goodness and ho- 


liness—and hence, when it is said 
He will judge every man according 
to his works, yet he will do it ac- 
cording to the light each mab posses- 
sed. I added, that his questions had 
not involved the smallest difficulty, 
because it could not be supposec that 
God had permitted the Cingalese snd 
other idolatrous nationsto remain 1p 
a state of mental darkness; for the 
purpose of judging them with a less 
rigorous judgment ; but their igno- 
rance might be considered as permit- 
ted by God to stick to them, a just 
retaliation for their forefather’s abuse 
of the light which we now enjoy ; 
and the difference in the day of judg- 
ment between a christian and a 
Cingalese idolater will appear accord- 
ing to their particular circumstances ; 
the one will be judged by the gospel, 
the other by the light with which he 
had been favored. 

Perceiving that he continued to be 
very inquisitive about christianity, 
I furnished him with a copy of four 
gospels in Cingalese, with which he 
was much pleased, saying, that he 
had long wished to see: “ and be as- 
sured I will read it with great aiten- 
tion ; but (he said) may | request an 
additional favor of you, which is to 
allow me to trouble you to explain 
apy parts which 1 may not under- 
stand” To this I most readily as- 
sented. I presented to him the gos- 
pels at his own heathen temple, when 
some of his pupils for the Budhist 
priesthood were present, who were 
not a little surprised at the joy which 
he expressed, and the care which he 
manifested in wrapping up the book, 
as being more valuable than gold. 

After this he soon put me to the 
pleasing task of explaining, to the 
best of my ability, those things which 
were rather mysterious to him, such 
as the situations of the nations meu- 
tioned in the New Testament, par- 
ticularly the Jews and Romas; their 
rise, progress, stafe, &c. I also sta- 
ted the chronogly of the Patriarcns, 






































CurisT descended, and various other 
particulars. After he had read the 
gospel several times, he began to la- 
ment that he had not the old Testa- 
ment, supposing that it would give a 
clear explanation of the new—said he 

‘** Since I became acquainted with 
you, your conversation and your an- 
swers to my different questions have 
made a deep impression on my mind ; 
and during the last three weeks I 
have been in a state of great distress 
of mind. I have frequently returned 
home, after my interviews with you, 
unable to sleep for many nights.” 

I asked him the cause of this 
trouble ? He replied, that it arose 
trom an apprehension, that he and 
his countrymen who followed the re- 
ligion of Budhu had been mistaken 
in their religious principles, which 
Was to him a consideration of the 
greatest importance ;—he added, that 
the more he thought on the subject, 
the more the apprehensions increas- 
ed, inasmuch as the evidences of the 
Christian religion were -making 
stronger and: stronger. impressions 
upon him. 

‘I. then asked him whether he 
thought that the God of the Chris- 
tian was he who ought to be worship- 
ed.in preference to idols? He re- 
plied, that he had been considering 
the zubject candidly and impartially, 
as though he was a member of neith- 
ér communion, and in all its bearings; 
and that he had offered up prayers 
for direction in a matter so impor- 
tant, and that if he and his country- 
men Were in error, he prayed that he 
might receive.conviction in the clear- 
est manner, and that a way might be 
opened by which he might leave his 
present profession and embrace chris- 
tianity, not only for his own good, but 
for that of others:te whom he would 
preach it—Hle added,-that the more 
he prayed, the more did his desire to 
quit the religion of Budhe increase.— 
He then asked me to assist him in

“T am in my present situation as | 
comfortable as Ican wish, with re- 
gard to the things ofthis world ; but 
as soon as | throw off the garment I 
shall be deprived of all the means of 
support, and this gives me _ uneasi- 
ness; and, in case I embrace chris- 
tianity, I shall be brought into dis- 
tress, because you know, for some 
time, I should be of no use to any re- | 
ligion ?? meaning, he would not be | 
able to preach ; “yet, iff had only 
a sufficient knowledge of the Chris- 
tian religionto enable me to preach 
it, I believe the great and good Gon 
would not suffer me for one moment 
to want; and one of the greatest acts 
of mercy you can do, will be to assist 
me a little in this particular.”
